“  HEALTH  ACT.” 


September  27th,  1935. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  13, 
subsection  (e),  of  the  “  Health  Act,”  being- 
chapter  102,  R.S.B.C.  1924,  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant  -  Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  approve  of  the  following  regulations 
in  the  place  of  regulations  made  by  Orders  in 
Council  1  and  1142  approved  on  January  6th, 
1898,  and  September  21st,  1922,  respectively:— 

UNIFORM  REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
THE  TRANSPORTATION  OF  DEAD 
BODIES  IN  CANADA,  AND  ADOPTED 
BY  THE  PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH  CO¬ 
LUMBIA. 

1.  The  body  of  any  one  who  has  died  of 
Bubonic  Plague,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet 
Fever,  Typhoid,  Typhus,  or  Smallpox  shall  not 
be  transported  by  railway,  boat,  or  other  con¬ 
veyance  within  a  Province  or  beyond  it,  unless 
all  orifices  of  the  body  have  been  first  blocked 
with  absorbent  cotton  and  the  body  enclosed  in 
metal  or  metal-lined  coffin  or  casket  that  is  per¬ 
manently  sealed  to  prevent  its  being  reopened 
and  to  prevent  leakage.  These  provisions  shall 
be  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  concerned  or 
other  constituted  authority,  whose  certificate 
to  this  effect  shall  appear  on  the  outside  of  the 
coffin  and  be  duly  noted  by  the  transporta¬ 
tion  company  before  the  body  is  accepted  for 
removal. 

2.  Such  dead  body  shall  not  be  accompanied 
by  any  person  or  article  which  has  been  exposed 
to  infection  from  the  disease  unless  certified  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer  to  have  been  properly 
disinfected. 

3.  (a.)  The  body  of  any  one  having  died  of 
a  disease  other  than  one  of  those  mentioned  in 
section  1  may  be  received  for  transportation 
within  a  Province  or  beyond  it,  when  enclosed 
in  a  sound  coffin  or  casket  and  enclosed  in  a 
strong  outside  wooden  box,  provided  it  will 
reach  its  destination  within  seventy-two  hours 
from  the  time  of  death.  Where  transportation 
cannot  be  completed  within  that  period,  the 
body  shall  not  be  accepted  for  transportation 
unless  it  has  been  embalmed  by  a  licensed 
embalmer,  or  is  enclosed  in  a  sealed  metal  or 
metal-lined  coffin  or  casket,  and  enclosed  in  a 
strong  outside  wooden  box. 

( b .)  Shipping  pasters  furnished  by  the  rail¬ 
way  or  other  transportation  company  shall  be 
properly  completed  and  executed. 


4.  (a.)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  other 
constituted  authority  shall  not  issue  a  tiansit 
or  removal  permit,  unless  or  until  the  applicant 
for  such  permit  submits  to  him  a  copy  of  the 
burial  or  removal  permit  as  issued  by  the  local 
Registrar  of  Vital  Statistics  and  has  furnished 
him  with  a  certificate  similar  to  Form  A  at¬ 
tached,  and  also,  where  the  circumstances  so 
require,  similar  to  Form  B  attached. 

( b .)  In  case  the  first-mentioned  section  states 
that  the  body  has  been  embalmed,  and  the  em¬ 
balming  is  not  done  by  the  applicant  for  the 
transit  or  removal  permit,  he  shall  obtain  from 
the  embalmer  a  certificate  similar  to  Form  B 
attached,  and  file  it  with  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  together  with  the  said  certificate  on 
Form  A.

Order  No.  29. 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Occupation  of  Janitress. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being  chapter  48  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment  Act, 
1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  janitress  ”  means  and  includes  every  em¬ 
ployee  employed  as  janitress,  janitress-cleaner, 
or  janitress-fireman. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  jani¬ 
tress  shall  be  thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  per  hour, 
except  for  janitresses  referred  to  in  sections  3, 
4,  5,  and  6  of  this  Order. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  jani¬ 
tress  of  any  apartment  building  containing  over 
fifty  (50)  residential  suites,  where  the  janitress 
resides  on  the  premises,  shall  be  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  ($125)  per  month. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  jani¬ 
tress  of  any  apartment  building  containing  not 
more  than  fifty  (50)  and  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  residential  suites,  where  the  janiti’ess 
resides  on  the  premises,  shall  be  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  per  month. 

5.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  jani¬ 
tress  of  any  apartment  building  containing  not 
more  than  twenty-four  (24)  and  not  less  than 
thirteen  (13)  residential  suites,  where  the  jani- 
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tress  resides  on  the  premises,  shall  be  seventy- 
live  dollars  ($75)  per  month. 

6.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  jani- 
tress  of  any  apartment  building  containing  less 
than  thirteen  (13)  residential  suites  shall  be 
thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  per  hour  for  each  hour 
of  woi’k. 

7.  When  a  janitress  works  in  two  or  more 
apartment  buildings  the  minimum  wage  shall 
be  based  upon  the  rates  fixed  in  sections  3,  4, 
5,  or  6  of  this  Order,  according  to  the  combined 
number  of  residential  suites  in  the  two  or  more 
apartment  buildings  in  which  the  janitress 
works. 

8.  When  a  janitress  resides  in  any  apartment 
building  to  which  this  Order  applies,  there  may 
be  deducted  from  her  wages  a  sum  equivalent 
to  a  fair  rental  value  for  such  provided  accom¬ 
modation  in  proportion  to  the  rental  value  of 
the  other  suites  in  the  said  apartment  building: 

Provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars  ($20)  a  month  may  be  deducted  from 
her  wages  for  a  suite  of  two  (2)  rooms  and 
bath-room,  and  not  more  than  five  dollars  ($5) 
per  month  may  be  deducted  from  her  wages  for 
each  room  in  excess  of  two  (2)  in  the  said  suite. 

In  cases  where  the  janitress  is  furnished  with 
electricity  and  (or)  gas,  and  the  janitress  uses 
the  same,  not  more  than  the  sum  of  four  dollars 
($4)  per  month  may  be  deducted  from  her 
wages  for  the  said  electricity  and  (or)  gas,  or, 
in  the  alternative,  meters  shall  be  installed  and 
the  janitress  shall  thereupon  pay  for  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  the  said  electricity  and  (or)  gas 
according  to  the  said  meters. 

9.  This  Order  shall  become  effective  on  the 
3rd  day  of  October,  1935.

Order  No.  30. 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Public  Housekeeping  Occupation. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being  chapter  48  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment  Act, 
1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  public  housekeeping  occupation  ”  includes 
the  work  of  waitresses,  attendants,  housekeep¬ 
ers,  cooks,  and  kitchen-help  in  restaurants, 
hotels,  tea-rooms,  ice-cream  parlours,  light- 
lunch  stands,  and  other  places  where  food  is 
cooked,  prepared,  and  served  for  which  a  charge 
is  made;  and  the  work  of  chambermaids  in 
hotels,  lodging-houses,  and  apartments  where 
lodging  is  furnished,  whether  or  not  such  estab¬ 
lishments  are  operated  independently  or  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  other  business;  and  the  work 
of  all  female  elevator  operators. 

2.  (a.)  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions 
of  this  Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  over  that 
age  in  the  public  housekeeping  occupation,  not 
included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board  (ex¬ 
cept  women  to  whom  special  licences  are  issued 
under  section  6  (1)  of  the  said  “  Female  Mini¬ 
mum  Wage  Act”),  whose  week  consists  of  forty 
(40)  hours  or  more  shall  be  the  sum  of  fourteen 
dollars  ($14). 

(b.)  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of 
this  Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 


ployee  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  over  that 
age  in  the  public  housekeeping  occupation,  not

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  fx-eely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particulaidy  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
